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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 18-33, drawn to a method of sterile filling, classified in class 422, 
subclass 22. 

II. Claims 57-65, drawn to an electron beam sterilization apparatus, classified 
in class 250, subclass 492.3. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I and II are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used in 
polymerization curing. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Atty. Robert Diehl on 6/23/2004 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
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claims 18-33. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 57-65 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The use of "high" and "large" in this claim, is found to be vague and indefinite 
because it is unclear as to what would constitute "high" or "large". Clarification is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 18-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nablo U.S. patent No. 3,780,308. 

Nablo teaches method and apparatus for sterile filling of packages with low 
energy electrons on the order of 50 to 1 50 keV. Sterile containers are provided to a 
sterile, isolated area constructed to contain e-beams therein, where a filler spout is 
maintained in aseptic condition and the package port and filler spout are irradiated 
during filling with the electrons. An activated gas can also be created in the region 
utilizing UV-rich gas such as xenon. After sterile filling is complete, the packages are 
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sealed and conveyed away. The process is automatic and can be performed 
repeatedly. See column 5, line 60 through column 6 and the claims. Nablo is silent as 
to the material for filling the packages, but it would have been well within the purview of 
one of ordinary skill in the art to determine that this system is applicable to fluids as a 
filler "spout" is employed and as sterile filling of fluids is particularly well recognized in 
the art.
